These are meager hopes, but with 
them as a basis workmen, harnetsed 
to keep them from falling into some 
| unsuspected cavern with which this 
|country is undermined, are working 
feverishly with pickaxes and shovels 
on the muck and soft crumbling rock, 
the firet stratum through which the 
tunnel must penetrate. 

Meantime huge air drills and other 
mining machinery have been trucked 
here through the gumbo roads, wheeled 
into position, and are manned for the 
attack on the hard limestone and 
sandstone underlying rock. 

The time needed to reach Collings is 
variously estimated at from twenty- 
four to seventy-two hours.

interview took place at the sultan’s 
home at Aitkamara, 4 Moorish ‘village 
lying on the slopes of the Riffian foot- 
hills less than eight miles from the Bay 
of Alhucemas. 

“Sultan Mohammed,” as Abdel Erim 
is called by his own subjects, handled 
the interview with dignity, precision, 
and dispatch. On the day previous I 
had requested to submit a list of ques- 
tions, and when Sidi Mohammadi, the | 
sultan’s brother-in-law, came for me 
the answers had been carefully pre- 


pared. 
Soldiers Well Armed.

No Pan-Islamic Movement. 
“A Pan-Islamic movement does not 


exist,”” was his categorical answer to 
| the first question. ‘ All this talk about

Spain’s will and not through ours,— 
as nothing would suit us better than 
peace with Spain, as with the whole 
world.”’ 

The sultan spoke rapidly and decis- 
ively in Arabic—his own choice, as he 
speaks fluent Spanish and French—and 
Sidi Mohammedi performed the trans- 
lation into French while Abdel Krim 
listened attentively for possible mis- 
takes. 

“As for peace, it can come when- 
ever Spain wants it to come,’’ he de- 
clared. ‘“‘ We desire above all things 
peace and liberty to go to work—and 
before all others we wish Spain to be 
at peace with us and be, if possible, 
our friend and ally.” 

The next question submitted con- 
cerned the terms of peace Abdel Krim 
would offer Spain. Abdel Krim out- 
lined them as follows: 

‘Every Spanish soldier tin Morocco, 
from the Atlantic to the eastern fron- 
tier, must be withdrawn to Ceuta, Me- 
lilla, or Spain,’’ he declared. ‘‘ Nothing 
less than complete surrender of the 
Spanish protectorate will satisfy us. 
We demand this in the name of the 
whole Moroccan nation as the Spanish 
protectorate has brought and can bring 
nothing but misery and desolation on 
our people. 

“If Spain will surrender her claims 
to the so-called protectorate we are 
willing to make peace on the follow- 
ing terms: 

“Independence and national sover- 
eignty of The Riff race clearly recog: 
nizéd and all the territory from the 
Melilla zone to the zone near the coast 
be attributed to The Riff. We are 
bound by sacred promises to the tor- 
tured populations of the Angora and 
countries to liberate them 
from Spanish rule and we shall do 
so no matter how long it takes. 

Will Fight Protectorate. 

But once Spain has surrendered her 
protectorate we are willing to consent 
to any arrangement within reason for 
the future government of the coast 
zone from Tangier to the French fron- 
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tier. We do not demand sovereignty 
over these areas, although at present 
we actually maintain our sovereignty 
over the area from Tangier to Ceuta. 

“We propose peace on a general 
basis, with all the powers interested 
in Morocco as participants in the set- 
tlement. We shall never consent to a 
Spanish protectorate over any part of 
Morocco, because the Spanish rule has 
proved cruel, inefficient, and ruinous to 
our people. 

“A Spanish protectorate we shall 
never admit—never. Spain is entitled 
to the cities of Ceuta and Melilla, 
which are practically Spanish now,-but 
the rest of Morocco must come under 
our sovereignty or be governed by a 
compromise settlement. 


. o “Riff Republic.” 
“When peace is established we pro 
pose to continue our present form of 


government,”’ the sultan continued, 
reading from questions previously sub- 


‘mitted, with marginal notes which h 


had made. 
“That is to say we shall continue 
to govern by what you call an absolute 


| monarchy, as it has been demonstrated 


that this is best for our people. Even- 
tually we intend to transfer this gov- 
ernment into a constitutional mon- 
archy on the broadest liberal lines, but 
this will be impossible for at least a 
generation. 

“The name ‘Riff republic’ is a 
gross misnomer. We never had da re- 
public and never contemplated one. 
The republic came into use to desig- 
nate small local groups, even smaller 
than tribes—exactly the same as Span- 
ish juntas. 

“The Riff will not recognize the au- 
thority of Sultan Mulay Yussef either 
now or at any time in the future. Sul- 
tan Mulay Yussef’s sovereignty over 
Morocco is a fable which all the pow- 
ers have agreed to believe, but we 
know that Yussef is a prisoner of the 
French, and neither can nor will take 
any action in his own name. 

“Our attitude toward France is 
friendly in the extreme. We have 
never desired anything but the most

“Frontier skirmishes can be avoided 
only by*®8ne means—the regular elim. 
ination of our frontiers. 


Want Real Boundary. 

“This, we suggest, should be made 
one of the conditions of peace when 
the Inevitable peace conference comes. 
A frontier commission should be estab- 
lished to draw on practical lines a 
boundary between our country and 
\French Morocco. The pfesent boun- 
dary is an imaginary one which never 
has existed except on maps and in 
the minds of diplomats. It was drawn 
in 1904 by the negotiators of the 
Franco-Spanish agreement. 

“We do not recognize that agree 
ment, and we cannot recognize a boun- 
dary which passes through the middle 
of tribes and sometimes through the 
middle of villages or even houses. A 
practical and natural frontier, regu- 
lated by rivers and mountains, should 
be established, and then I can guaran- 
tee we would never again have to 
have any trouble with France. 

“If Spain wishes peace, she can 
ask for an armistice and call a con- 
ference to establish the terms of peace. 
If Spain wishes war, we are ready for 
war for an indefinite number of years. 
We have enough arms and ammunition 
now for the next two years. 


Disaster for Spain. 


“The Spanish retreat, which has 
just now been completed, has been a 
greater disaster to Spain than the 
Oual catastrophe of 1921. This retreat 
has tripled our fighting strength, for 
it has given us the allegiance of al] 
western Morocco, not to speak of our 
2,000 Spanish prisoners, out, many 
thousands of newly imported rifles and 
machine guns, and our vast gains in 
material treasure. Every tribe in west- 
ern Morocco has joined us. 

“The future of our country is unlim- 
ited,” Abdel Krim concluded. “ We 
have confidence in our industrial ca- 
pacity and in our ability to distin- 
guish ourselves in peace ag in war. 
We ask the outside world in the name 
of justice to give us an opportunity. 
If the world does not give us peace 
now, we will fight until we have con- 
quered it by our sword and by the will 
of Allah.”
